Wise Farmers Try 
To Keep Hogs Cool

You'd be surprised at some of 
the things farm ers are doing these 
days to keep their hogs cool rn 
sum m er. 
Shower baths, shaded “patios” , 
fans — they’re 
all 
a 
part of 
the modern-day treatment some 
farmers are giving their hogs in 
order to produce h i g h quality 
pork at reasonable costs. 
The trend 
is 
toward 
growing 
hogs in confinement rather than 
letting them run out in the fields. ; 
Confining hogs to a small, paved 
area equipped with feeders and 
w aterers enables 
them 
to 
gain 
more efficiently and under more 
sanitary conditions, some farm ers 
maintain. 
But this confinement also in­ 
creases the problem of keeping the 
hogs cool. Since the animals can’t 
get under a tree in the p a s t u r e . 
or in a 
mud 
hole down 
by the 
creek, farm ers often provide arti­ 
ficial means for keeping them cool. 
* 
* 
• 


HOGS do not perspire. T h i s 
means that the only way they h a\e 
of eliminating body h e a t ’s by rad­ 
iation or conduction to their sur­ 
roundings, or by breathing out moi­ 
sture from the lungs. T hat’s why 
hogs often pant on a hot day. 
Hogs 
become 
uncomforatable 
when temperatures reach the 80’s 
and thev are in distress when tem ­ 


peratures climb to the 90 s. They 
make less efficient use of their 
feed. 
Tests conducted by the U. S De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture show that 
a 100-pound hog requires nearly 
twice as much feed to produce a 


I pound of gain at 90 degree t e m ­ 
peratures as it does at 70 degree 
tem peratures. For a 200-pound hog 
—that's about the weight at which 
they should be m arketed — three 
times as much feed is required to 
produce a pound of gain at 90 de­ 
gree temperatures as at 70 degree 
tem peratures. 
Heat can be a highly critical 
factor affecting pregnant sows, 
both in terms of the live pigs 
which are born and in the num­ 
ber of pigs which are saved, ac­ 
cording to Extension swine spe­ 
cialists and the agricultural en­ 
gineers at The Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. 
Many Ohio Swine farm ers, spec­ 
ialists say, are installing two inch­ 
es of blanket type 
insulation 
in 
their 
central 
farrowing 
houses, 
plus ventilation systems which will 
provide 30 or 40 air changes pier 
hour during hot weather. 
Shades over feeders, waterers 
and resting areas are quite com­ 
mon on Ohio swine farm s, fum e 
farm ers are using snow fencing 
painted white in the upper side to 
provide protection from direct sun. 
Others have areas equipped with 
overhead pipes in which fog noz­ 
zles are spaced to spray-cool the 
hogs in extended hot weather.

Certain insects attack vegetables 
whether in a home garden or a 
commercial farm planting. 
This discussion concerns con­ 
trol of insects in the non • com­ 
mercial g a r d e n patch, since

bulletin “ Pesticides for Control 
of Vegetable Insects and Diseas­ 
es _ 1961.” The 
insecticides 
mentioned here for the farm gar­ 
den patch and backyard garden 
can be used safely as dusts or in 
compressor type sprayers. 
Listed here are nine commonly 
grown vegetables and the main 
insects causing dam age. Insecti­ 
cide labels should be followed very 
closely.

U s e 
methoxychlor, malathion or sevin. 
4. Lettuce — (loose leaf, or head) 
—Cabbage looper ( a green cater­ 
pillar), leafhopper. Use a cornbin 
ation of methoxychlor and m ala­ 
thion. Use insecticide at first sign 
of i n j u r y , because insecticides 
do not give good control of large 
loopers. 
5. Cabbage, Broccoli, Brussels 
Sprouts and Cauliflower— Cabbage 
worm and cabbage looper (both 
green 
caterpillars), 
aphids. Use 
combination of methoxychlor and 
malathion. Add about one table­ 
spoonful of household detergent to 
each gallon of spray in order to 
wer cabbage leaves; 
important 
for good results. 
6. Onions — thrips rasp white 
streaks on leaves and hide in hasp 
of leaves. Use methoxychlor and 
malathion and be sure to add de­ 
tergent to spray in order to wet 
leaves. 
7. Cucumbers, Melons, Squash 
and Pumpkin — Striped cucumber 
beetle feeds soon after plant com­ 
es through ground. This beetle and 
the spotted cucumber beetle and 
aphids also 
cause 
later 
injury 
Spray preventatively once a week 
with methoxychlor and malathion. 
Use wettable p o w d e r form u­ 
lation only as two or three spray­ 
ings with an oil emulsion formula­ 
tion can kill the leaves. 
8. Sweet Corn — Flea beetles 
eat holes when corn is just a few 
inches tall and spreads a barter 
ial disease. Tse methoxychlor or 
DDT. Even before corn is knee- 
high corn b o r e r may make rag 
ged pin holes in the leaves. It s e 
three or four sprayings five days 
apart of DDT or sevin. 
9. Tomatoes — Flea beetle at 
tacks soon after transplanting and 
opens the way for certain diseases. 
Use either methoxychlor, 
mala­ 
thion or sevin After f r u i t s form, 
protect them a g a i n s t fruitworm 
by a combination of methoxychlor 
and malathion, w h i c h protects 
against aphid build - up too. 
Sevin will be offered for the first 
time this year in small packages. 
Metholxychlor and malathion c a n 
be bought separately or are avail­ 
able in ready-to-use mixtures.

Zoning Is a Too! 


Zoning is not an end in itself, being m e re ­ 
l y a tool that a community can employ to 
regulate the uses of land to m ake planning 
effective. 
Most 
authorities would prob­ 
ably agree that without proper use of zon­ 
ing controls, planning is ineffectual. 
But putting zoning into effect is fraught 
with difficulties, these being brought to any 
zoning b o ard ’s attention in the form of 
protests from p r o p e r t y owners and 
requests for special treatm ent — called 
profession. 
It seem s to follow that the m ore rigid 
a zoning policy is the more variances are 
sought and obtained. T h u s there a r e rea­ 
sons behind any planning com m ission’s 
hesitation in s e 11 i n g up a device such 
es “ exclusive in d u s t r i a l zoning.” 


W hat the later m e a n s is that a n a r e a so 
zoned could be used only by industries, not 
for 
residences. 
As 
zoning 
stan d s 
c u r­ 
rently, a residentially zoned district cannot 
be used for industry or c o m m e rc e , but 
those zoned industrial or c o m m ercial can 
be used for homes. 
The idea behind this approach h a s been 
again st the h a z ard s and nuisances invol­ 
ved in industrial a n d com m ercial o p era­ 
tions. 
But a realization is growing th a t busi­ 
ness operations 
also n e e d protection 
ag ain st the e n c ro a c h m e n t of residences. 
Service needs, stre e t uses and general lev­ 
el of public controls a re quite different for 
the two kinds of p roperty — and don't mix 
well.

Not that Herbert Morris Platter 
is reluctant to surrender his secre­ 
taryship of the Ohio State Medical 
Board, a post he agreed to “ try 
for a while” almost 44 years ago. 
Dr. Platter announced last year 
that he intended to resign, and he 
is staying on only to allow the 
board 
adequate time to find 
a 
qualified successor 
There is no 
indication that the board has been 
successful. 
In 1896. four years after Platter 
completed 
his 
medical 
degree 
work at Starling Medical College 
in Columbus (now absorbed by 
Ohio State University), the le g is ­ 
lature created the medical hoard. 
It was designed as 
* centralized 
state agency to register and li­ 
cense physicians. 
Dr. Frank Wanders of Ohio State 
became 
board 
secretary, 
with 
Platter as assistant. 
“ We had a good battle for the 
post,” the nonagenarian physician 
recalls. He recollects that he lost 
out after “ 20 or 30 ballots.” 
After a couple of years. Platter 
took 
his 
talents elsewhere. 
He 
served 
with the Columbus 
and 
state health 
departments, doing 
considerable 
medical 
detective 
work in tracking down sources of 
epidemics of smallpox, typhoid, 
polio and scarlet fever. 
Today he enjoys a reputation as 
one of the greatest living experts 
on smallpox.

budget in M arch 1960 predicted a 
$12 million surplus. 
The cause was recession. The 
gross national product—the total 
of all goods and services—did not 
com e up to e x u d a t i o n s . T axes 
consequently failed to rise and the 
governm ent b o o s t s spending to 
counter 
the 
cu rren t 
business 
slump. 
This policy has been opposed by 
Ja m e s E. Coyne, governor of the 
Bank of C anada and m ajor figure 
in a dispute on governm ent fiscal 
policies. The governm ent wants to 
oust him. claiming his views are 
too conservative. 
Coyne says inaction ra th e r than 
m onetary policy has been the real 
b a r to fighting the slump.
